Insure the Election of Toft and for the 

Betterment of Financial Conditions 



The Pittsburg Dispatch recently pub- 
lished the following nrticle by Robert \V. 
Egan, a bIolT correspondent. It is being 
extensively copied by trndo papers and will 
be read with interest by the public gen- 
erally. " ; • 

If true it throws light on the inner work 
ings of the.lato Republican National con- 
tention and explains many things which 
have heretofore been a puzzle. The article 
follows: 

The greatest financial and industrial in- 
terest* of Amorica have ngreed to work 
harmoniously in an effort to improve busi- 
ness conditions and give employment to 
the idle. 

Within one month, they expect that, all 
idle mills will be operating; thnt tho panic 
of 1907 will have been history. 

That tho industrial giants, urged by 
President Roosevelt, are working in unison 
to stimulate energy into business and in- 
dustrial affairs is known at the White 
Hou?e. Leaders.in the movement predict 
that within a month all grumbling and dis- 
content will be over; that Bryan as a can- 
didate will have no panic for a campaign 
issue, and that peace and prosperity will 
abound in every state. The Chicago con- 
. veotion preliminaries were responsible for 
this prospect. There id an interesting tale 
1 back of it., , 

A group of gentlemen sat about a table 
in tho Onion League club at 3 o'clock on 
the morning before William II. Taf't wrs 
nominated •'by the Republican nntioni.l 
convention. This group included Chair- 
man E. H. Gary of the United States Steel 
corporation, George W. Perkins, the rep- 
resentative of J, P. Morgan, and represent- 
atives of J. Hnrrimnn interests, the Hill 
interests nnd tho big insurance interests. 
In the group were included leadora of ii- 
nancial and industrial America. Also tho 
man manipulating Tuft's campaign. 

The financial nnd industrial leaders came 
to Chicago to examine , tho pinnies of tho 
proposed platform, to scrutinize the anti- 
injunction clause nnd tho paragraph re- 
lating to the tariff. The original drafts 
were not to thoir liking and wero consid- 
ered a menace to the business interests, 
They to informed tho big Republican 
..leaders. These promoters of the, nation's 
industrial life were so fearful that planks 
generally discussed for tho platform would 
jeopardise- their respective interests'that 
they ngreed among themselves . tbaTlHei 
siuno planks would , weaken the platform 
upon which Mr. Taft must stand until next 
November. And fearing that Bryan would 
bo elected if the original drafts ot the 
plank were adopted,' they decided that it 
would be better for tho country and their 
interests to work for the nomination of 

Theodoro Roosevelt. - 

And they did successful work.^ney 
bad agents on the ground for two weeks 
Cunning political representatives of the 
Standard Oil company succeeded in chang 
ing ten of the fourteen instructed Taft- 
votes to Roosevelt. Delegate-at-lafge 
Teters received a telegram from one of the 
West Virginia companies of t ho Standard 
Oil to worjc for Roosevelt, and he did. At 
midnight before the nomination a. caper 
Bigned by enough Taft- instructed delegates 
was in possession of the interests, and these 
votes were sufficient to prevent a vote on 
'first ballot. 

But between 12 and 8 o'clock the politi- 
cal leaders were busy on tho longdistance 
lolephono with President Roosevelt. About 
3 a. m. an agreement . waB .reached, tho 
anti-injunction plank was written to satisfy 
tho big interests. Tho Roosevelt stampede 
plans wero abandoned. Tho corporations 
decided tliat it would go well to work for 
Taft, and they all declared in. 

This development practically means that 
there is .an understand in r between the ad- 
ministration nnd tho mighty corporate in- 
terests of tho nation; that the president 
has converted them to his belief," and that 
they have secured concessions from the 
preside ut. 

Tlio discussion among the gentlemen nt 
the Union League club nftor the compro- 
mise was reached was repeated to mo by 
one who had been there during part of tho 
conference.

T. Jeff Smith Expires Sunddenfy ot His 
' Home ot Channel. 

Friday morning at about five o'clock at 
his home at. Channel, occurred the sud- 
den death of Mr. T. J. Smith, one of the

So sudden and unexpected was his death 
that at first tho report of his demise was 
scarcely credited. For a long time it 
had been his custom to drive to town al- 
most daily, and on the nfternoqn previous 
to his death he was seen on our streets, 
talking to his many friondB and apparent- 
ly in as good health' and spirits as usual. 

Upon his return homo he complained of 
feeling poorly and about five o'clock Fri- 
day morning was taken suddenly worse, 
his wife becoming alarmed at his condi- 
tion, hastened to one of tho neighbors for 
assistance, and althougdshe was gone only 
a few short moments upon their return 
they found that Mr. Smith hnd breathed 
his last, heart.trouble being the cause 
| Thomas Jefferson Smith was born, 
March 8, 1841, near Auburn, N. Y. When 
seven years of age, he with his parents 
came west and settled in Millegeville. 

At the age of nineteen, the civil war 
having. broken out, he enlisted in Co. N., 
Illinois Voluntoer Cavalry. Two years later 
he was promoted to second lieutenant, and 
served his country through the entire 
war. 

After the close of tbe war ho was a 
trusted employe of tho American express 
compnny. The second day of March 18C8 
ho was united in marriage to Miss 
Elizibeth Ru-bjII of H*vdrly, N. Y , who 
survives him. 

He took the degrees of Masonry, at Ster- 
ling, III., but left that lodge by demit 
and became a charter member of Sequoit 
lodge, number 827 at this place. 

He has been a resident of this vicinity 
for the past fifteen years and has made 
many true friends who sincerely mourn 
his loss. About four years ago failing 
health caused him to resign his position 
with the express company and retire to a 
quiet life at his home nt Channel. 

The grim destroyer claimed him July 8, 
1008, and he passed away nt the age of 
G7 years 3 months nnd 25 days. 

The funeral was held at the home on 
Monday afternoon at two o'clock with Rev. 
F. R. McNamer officiating, nnd the mem- 
bers of Stquoit lodge A. F. nnd A. M. at- 
tending in a body and holding their ac- 
customed ceremonies at tho grave. The 
interment* was in the Antioch Hillside 
cemetery.

There was excitement a plenty for a 
largo number of well known Kenosha young 
people who are at the Epworth League 
Camp at Paddock's Lake Monday night 
when a wind storm, which at times nr'ose 
to the dignity of a cyclone, struck the camp 
demolishing the tents nnd the members of- 
the tent colony wore fortunate to escape 
with fow injuries. Four of the five tents 
were demolished nnd men and women were 
forced to sit around in tho rain for hours 
until the men in the party could repair the 
damngo. Chester Ozanne and Jnmes II. 
Karnes. Jr., were slightly injured by being 
struck by falling tent poles. 

The btorm, which was one of the most 
severe ever known in Kenosha county, 
passed over the Paddock nnd Hooker lake 
region just after seven o'clock nnd it left 
a path of ruin in its wake. The terrific 
wind came up from tho southwest and it 
seemed to center about the homes of the 
campers on the northeast side of the lake. 
At the time of the coming of tho storm 
the members of the camp, some sixteen in 
number nnd all will known Kenoshans, 
were seated at the supper table and before 
they had a chance lo discover the fury of 
the storm one of the tents had been blown 
down. Members of the camp made efforts 
to prevent tho tents being carried into the 
lake, but were only partially -successful, 
and when the, storm was past but one of 
tho tents was left stnnding and it wns 
badly damaged. 

Three members of the party wero out on 
tho lake when the storm came up and they 
had a very 6trenu*u? time getting to the 
Hhore. After the storm' had abated another 
of tho boats was found overturned, but the 
roll was called and it was found that none 
of the members of the camp had been in 
the boat. 

The Indies of the party suffered a severe 
nervous strain, resulting from their har- 
rowing experiences. Much of the stores 
of the camp were Rwept away by the rain 
and some of the members went to Kenosha 
next morning to purchnso more.- It vie 
stnted that the campers are game and in- 
tend to remain in camp. 

The storm was exceedingly severe in 
places and the telephone service greatly 
impaired. However no serious damage is 
reported. 



Lamick Was Twenty-two Years of Age and 

Unmarried—Inquest Jury Returned 

Verdict of Accidental Drowning 



John Lamick, a Chicago man, twenty- 
two years of nge. wn« drowned in the 
waters of upper Camp Lake in the town of 
Salem just after seven o'clock Sunday 
morning. The holy was 'recovered thirty 
minutes nftor the nccident and taken to 
Chicago from Silver Lake. Tho remains 
were buried in Chicago. 

The drowning of Lamick was the only 
fatal accident connected with the cellebra- 
tion of the Fourth of July in KenoBha 
County. Lamick nnd a number of friends 
had gone to Camp Lake from Chicago on 
Friday evening and had established a camp 
at the end of the upper lake. There were 
a large number of men in the party and 
Lamick was one of the leaders. Early 
Sunday morning be went out in n boat fish- 
ing nnd while casting he lost his balance 
nnd fell into the water. Several of the 
members of the party witnessed the ncci- 
dent nnd boats were hurriedly put out m 
an effort to save Lamick. He struggled in 
the water for nearly five minutes and went 
down for the last time just before the res- 
cuing parties nrrived. The members of 
the party nt once began diving for the>. 
body nnd it was recovered thirty minute? 
later. Tbe body was taken to the be/ch 
and for more than an hour efforts/were 
made by members of tbe party with Lam- 
ick and by guests of various retorts tabout 
the lake to resuscitate the man. Later the 
body was taken to Silver Lake and Justice 
Bluim held an inquest which resulted" In a 
verdict of accidental drowning. Lamick 
was unmarried. \ 



Relative of Andrew Carnegie Dead 
Hospital In Waukegan 

Levi Carnegie of Wndsworth, who hns 
always claimed that he is a second cousin 
to Andrew Carnegie, the millionaire iron 
master, died' at the Jane MeAlister Hos- 
pital at 4:15 Tuesday morning. 
| A solitary .nurse attended the aged 
jWadsworth newsboy's deathbed and hiB 
two daughters 'were hundreds of miles 
nwny at Darien, Wis. 

The multi-millionaire's relative left no 
message for his people and did not refer 
to Andrew Carnegie on his death bed. 

Tho sad feature of the case is ' that 
Carnegie was a county patient. l)r Jolly 
of Gurnee was his physician. His two 
daughters visited him once and will bury 
him. They made this promise on their 
solitary visit and have been notified.' 

When Carnegie came here his relation- 
ship to the iron master developed and was 
circulated broadcast, but the master 'of 
Skibo Castle and the builder of libraries 
never gave any sign that he had heard the 
appealing message of the old man on a 
bed in the hospital. 

Carnegie previous to his illness lived all 
alone in a little house at Wadsworth where 
he sold papers for a living until small boys 
crept in and ruined his business the only 
complaint he ever registered against the 
world. 

He came here to the hospital as a county 
patient February 11 and has been here 
continously ever since, never being ahle to 
move about because of his uflliction, par- 
nlysis. 

The remains are now awaiting a claim- 
ant at the Larsen & Conrad morgue. 
; Levi Carnegie was the son of Norris 
Carnegie who he says was a cousin to 
Andrew Carnegie. Norris Carnegie died 
years ago in an eastern City.

3 Albert Lane, 25 ,a member of tho second 
regiment, Illinois National Guard, was shot 
in tho stomach and severely injured in an 
accident at'Cauip Logan range Wednesday 
morning when a shot fired by n .member 
of tho guard shooting on Lano'a range 
Btruck a shell lying on tho ground and re- 
bounded, hitting Lano in the abdomen. 

Had not Dr. Daniels hastented (6 tho 
econo on an emergency call' and after 
heroic work extracted tho bullet it is pro- 
bable that Lano would' have been dead ere 
this. 

Lano is a. regular target man and when 
the ehot struck him was marking targets 
behind tho butts aud ten feet or so bolow 
the Burface of the ground. The shot, fired 
low, seems to have struck an old shell and 
ricocheted in such manner as to strike 
Lane. 

Lano is now at tho range hospital where 
Dr. Daniels worked all morning, finally 
extracting tho bullet. He .said Lane will 
recover. Target men are paid a salary for 
making and attending tho targots and 
Lane is regularly employed at this task. 



Tho following has been handed us for 
publication by Postmaster WillinuiB. 

Reports have been received at the De- 
partment that rural carriers are carrying 
Mailable Merchandise as express matter 
forhiroand that there is laxity on tho 
part of Postmasters and Rural Carries 
in the observance of section 93, Rural 
Delivery Instructions, relative toexpres 
packnge business by rural carriers. 

Postmasters are enjoined to thoroug'y 
familiarize themselves* with section 98, 
and require carriers to do so, and see that 
its provisions nre strictly observed. No 
matter entitled to transmission through 
the mails (excopting liquids in ordinary 
wrappings) shall bo carried by carriers out- 
side of the mails for hire and postmasters 
authorized to examine packages for the 
purpose of ascertaining whether contents 
are mailable, and if it is found that extran- 
eous mattor of no obvi6us value or that 
matter not ordered by a patron has been 
added to a package , to render it unmnil- 
able, carriers will bo prohibited from 
carrying any Buch matter for hire. 

Rural carrieas are permitted to carry, 
qutsido of the minis, for hire, for and upon 
request of patrons of their routes, only 
unmailablo articles or package of mer- 
chandise, articles and package of mailable 
matter. weighing over 4 pounds, and mail- 
able and unbailable articles when com- 
bined in one packnge whothor weighing 
in the aggregate moro or less than 4 
pounds, provided such articles are received 
from ono merchant or patron, to bo de- 
livered to ono merchant or patron.

The receivers in chnrge of the Chicago & 
Milwaukee electric road have defaulted on 
the interest due holders of 814,000,000 of 
outsatanding bonds. 

The lines, owned by tbe Illinois and 
Wisconsin corporations, will be 6old on 
foreclosure, it is said, and this will pro-- 
bably menn their ultimate control by the 
bondholders. 

The Wisconsin line, extending from 
Lake Bluff to. Milwaukee, is encumbered 
with 810,000,000 of bonds, owned chiefly 
in C.inoda and England. The line will 
be sold for the benefit of these bondholders 
it is said, subject to the 81,000.000 re- 
ceivers'eertificutes issued against the road 
to enable its completion. 

The Illinois company's lina from Evar.- 
*ton to Lake Bluff, which has been in pay- 
intr operation for Rome time, will be sold 
for the benefit of the 84,000,000 second 
bond issue, the receivers of the road hav- 
ing received permission from Judge Gross- 
cup of Chicago to pay tho interest on the 
first bond issue of 81.080,000. 

But 86,000 were in the hands of the -re- 
ceivers to meet - the 8127,000 interest due. 
Judge Grospcup gave them permission to 
pay the 827,000 interest on the first bond 
issue, drawing in ndvnnce on thesummer's 
earnings, and to default the payment of 
the 81,000,000 interest on the 84,000,000 
bond issue. 

The receivers had no funds to pay the 
8250,000 interest due on the 810,000,000 of 
bonds against the Wisconsin corporation 
and as this corporation has no earnings 
no order of the court was necessary to per- 
mit default in payment

New York—With the Peary Arctic, 
club's pennant, fluttering from her 
main truck and the Stars and Stripes 
at her mlzzen, the Arctic explora- 
tion steamer Roosevelt left her pier 
at East Twenty-fourth street Monday, 
carrying Commander Robert B. Peary, 
who 1b to head another expedition in 
quest of the north pole. 

The Roosevelt, accompanied by a 
government tug, proceeded to near 
City Island, where she anchored for 
the night to permit the adjustment of 
her compasses. Tuesday she wont to 
Oyster Bay where Presidont Roosevelt 
boarded her to hid good-by to hor 
commander and crew. The Roosevelt 
then headed for Sydney, Capo Bre- 
ton, where she will stop to coal. 

Before tho ship left Monday Com- 
mander Peary said: 

"I have done too much work in. the 
Arctic regions to believe that I can 
make the pole without strenuous 
work. I am not foolish enough to eay 
that I am going to do or die, but I 
am certainly going to put Into this trip 
every bit of energy — mental, moral 
and physical— that I have In order to 
succeed in my undertaking. I know 
my path will be hedged in by many 
trials and undoubtedly many disap- 
pointments, but I feel confident as my 
ship leaves Now York that If I do 
not reach tho pole, at least I will car- 
ry the American flag further north 
than It has been carried by any pre 
vlous explorer. Unle»e unforeseen cir- 
cumstances intervene, within the next 
year I hope to plant tho Star and 
Stripes at the polo." 

Among those who will go as assist 
antB to Peary are Donald McMillan ot 
Maine, a graduate of Bowdoln college; 
George Borup of Yale university; Dr. 
J. W. Kensall of New Kensington, Pa., 
tho surgeon of tho party, and Prof. 
Ross G. Marvin of Cornell university. 
Mr. Marvin was with Peary on his last 
expedition.

Breezy Gossip, Notes and Doings 
of Interest at Springfield. 





Sprlngflold.— The conditions of the 
corn crop throughout Illinois Is hut 76 
per. cent, of a seasonable average, ac- 
cording to reports made to the state 
board of agriculture by Its corre- 
spondents. This depreciation In con- 
dltlon Is duo to the late spring and 
excessive rainfall, which necessitated 
replanting In many counties. In south- 
ern Illinois, the average condition of 
corn hi but 74 per cent, of normal, and 
71 per cent. In central Illinois. Wln« 
tor wheat prospects are not much bet- 
ter. Since the previous report was is- 
sued the condition of winter wheat has 
declined ten points, now averaging 88 
per cent, of normal. Spring wheat, 
however, shows an increase of three 
points, Its condition now averaging 94 
per cent, of normal. Correspondents 
also say that the condition of oats Is 
but 75 per cent, of normal, a decrease 
of 15 points since the preceding report. 
Late frosts In many counties also 
make a discouraging outlook for tho 
fruit crop. In Champaign, Douglas, 
/ Jersey, Macon, Menard, Pike, Schuy- 
ler, Tazewell, Efllngham, Fayette, 
Franklin, Hamilton, Hardin and Wayne 
counties, the fruit Is dropping badly. 
In respect to tho area devoted to 'corn 
planting this year, the current report 
shows a decrease of ten per cent, as 
compared with tho same period for 
1907. Northern Illinois reports 97 per 
cent, of the area as compared with 
last year, central Illinois 91 por cent 
and southern Illinois 93 per cent In 
somo localities, cut, wire and grub 
worniB have damaged tho crop consid- 
erably. Tho quality of seed corn used 
this year 1b reported as being bettor 
than that of 1907, of 97 per cent, of an 
average. Southern Illinois makes a 
particularly bad showing In tho condi- 
tion of winter whoat with but 77 per 
cent, of normal. Northern Illinois 
"winter wheat Is 9G per cent of normal, 
and central Illinois 92 per cent, bring- 
ing the total average for the state to 
88 per cent., as given In the preced- 
ing. Many wheat fields In the south- 
ern division of tho state wcro dam- 
aged greatly by floods. Rust in wheat 
• Is reported from Adams, Morgan, Han- 
t cock, Logan, Clinton, Jackson, Pope, 
Pulaski and 'Williamson counties, 
while too Hessian fly has damaged 
wheat In Logan, Shelby, Clinton, 
Crawford and Randolph counties. • 



Death Statistics Are Issued. 

The Illinois board of health . pub- 
lished Its aunual report of deaths. It 
shows that consumption has given 
way to pneumonia as a destroyer of 
life In this state. In tho past "the 
Great White Plague*' always had held 
first place. It was responsible for a 
mortality of 7,142; there were 7.38C 
deaths from pneumonia. The registra- 
tion of vital statistics was made under 
the provisions of a law enacted by the 
general assembly on May G, 1903, and 
enforced July 1, 1903, which makes it 
the duty of overy physician and coro- 
ner to report all deaths occurring with- 
in the stato to tho board of health, ex- 
cept when such deaths occur within 
municipalities having ordinances re- 
quiring the issuance of burial or re- 
moval permits. At this' time there are 
110 municipalities which avail them- 
selves of tho provisions of the law per- 
mitting tho receiving of death certifi- 
cates. During tho year these munici- 
palities reported 45,812 deaths to the 
state board of health, the other 17,042 
deaths occurring within tho state be- 
ing reported by physicians and coro- 
ners directly to the boara. This 
showed a total of deaths In Illinois of 
62,854— an Increase of 1,600 over any 
ono of the five years last past. During 
tho fivo - previous years tho highest 
mortality recorded was In 1903, when 
there wore 61,805 deaths within the 
state, 



Many New Laws Are Effective. 

Twenty-four acts, passed by the 
Forty-fifth general assembly in its ad- 
journed session, have become ef- 
fective. Principal among those, of 
course, is tho direct plurality primary 
election law, which provides for tho 
nomination of practically every ofllcer 
in the state by direct plurality vote, 
without the intervention of party con- 
ventions. The exceptions to.. the law 
are the nominations of candidates for 
trustees of tho state university, which 
are to be made in convention. These 
nominations are excepted because of 
tho fact that women are permitted to 
vote for these candidates and it would 
complicate matters to include these 
candidates on tho primary ballot. The 
state deposit bill, requiring tho stato 
treasurer to deposit all state funds in 
some bank of the state within five 
days after receipt, tho interest to bo 
paid to tho state, is among those acts 
now effective. TIiIb measure appro- 
priates $5,000 to meot the cost of a 
surety fund for the treasurer. 



Buffet Service to Be Abandoned. 

On account of tho, local option laws 
in so many counties in Illinois buffets 
in nearly all railroad cars will he 
closed. An order has been Issued by 
the Pullman company closing the .buf- 
fet in tho parlor car of tho Alton Lim- 
ited botween , Chicago and St. LouIb 
and abandoning entlroly the sale of In- 
toxicating drinks. Tho , order of the 
Pullman company will affect Its buf- 
fots on all roads In Illinois. BuffetB 
not oporntcd by tho Pullman company, 
probably will bo closed on account of 
the local option Btatutes. , 



Candidates File Petitions. 

Knots of anxIouB politicians besieged 
tho ofllco of the secretary of state to 
learn whether their names appeared 
among the first on tho primary peti- 
tion ballots according to tho time In 
which they were filed. Former Gov. 
YateB* petition was among the first to 
be handed In at the doors when thoy 
opened. It was in the caro of Repre- 
sentative Guy L. Bush, ^vho had other 
petitions to filo, Including that of Su- 
premo Court Clerk Christopher .Ma- 
mer. Gov. Doneen's petition was sent 
by mail, arriving with the first batch. 
The petition of J. McCan Davis, candi- 
date for supreme court clerk, was in 
the care of Leslie Forgrave, who 
claimed that he had the first place In 
the line, having kept vigil all night in 
a chair In front of tho door. He sat 
In a chair on the north side of the 
door, while heading a line that ex- 
tended backward from the south si do 
of the double door sat Guy Bush with 
his bundle of petitions. Just before 
the door opened Capt. Beck, custo- 
dian of tho state house, informed tho 
waiting lino that those on. the south 
side must move to the north, as tho 
table for receiving tho petitions would 
bo on that side. Forgrave did not 
think it made much difference, until 
ho learned that Bush had Mamer's pe- 
tition also, and handed it in with 
those he had in the bundle Among 
these wero the petitions of Represen- 
tatives Abrahams, Cermak, Fieldstack, 
Shnnahan, Erlckson, O'Brien, Fitch, 
Bacchus, Black, Senator Lish and 
John Dalley of Peoria, who wants to 
enter tho house, and C. C. Duffy for 
clerk of tho appellate court for the 
Second district During tho rusii the 
receiving clerks paid little attention to 
the petitions, stamping them with a 
number and the time of day as fast as 
handed in. It is said that practically all 
tho petitions of tho present state offi- 
cers who will bo candidates for ro- 
nbmination were qent into the office 
by mall. 



Offer Premiums for Corn Show. 

Over a score of special premiums 
have been secured by Mannger Nich- 
olas Roberts from Springfield resi- 
dents for the Illinois Corn exposition 
next November. Among the prizes are 
eight six-month courses In stenography 
or bookkeeping offered by a business 
college. Six courses are offered to 
boys,, two each in the northern, cen- 
tral and southern divisions of the 
state. For tho best tori ears of both 
white and yellow dont corn in each 
of the divisions a scholarship is of- 
fered. In. class K tho two scholarships 
are offered to tho lady or girl, who 
need not bo the producer, who exhibits 
tho best ten ears of both yellow and 
whlto dent corn. Col. Charles F. 
Mills offers two silver loving cups 
valued at $50 each as special pre- 
miums in tho grand sweepstakes 
(class C) for the best ton ears of 
either whlto or yellow dent corn shown 
at tho exposition. 



Good Templars In Session. 

The first annual meeting of tho 
Scandinavian Grand Lodge of Good 
Templars of Illinois was held at Rock- 
ford with nearly200 delegates present. 
Gottfrld Berg, Chicago, grand chief, 
templar, presided at tho first business 
session, which was devoted mainly to 
degree work. Reports wore presented 
by Bombard Skytte, Chicago, tho 
grand secretary, showing excellent 
growth. Edward Wavrlnsky, member 
of the Swedish parliament and inter- 
national chief of the Swedish Good 
Templars, was present. Tho feature 
of tho convention' was a public meet- 
ing at wlllch Mr. Wavrlnsky spoke. Ho 
was tho guest of honor afterward at a 
banquet given by the two local lodges. 
The grand lodge meeting closed with a 
boat ride for the delegates. 



Logan Relics Are Arranged. 

Work of Installing tho Logan memo- 
rial in the stato house was accom- 
plished under tho personal supervision 
of Mrs. John A. Logan. Space was 
used In memorial hall for tho display, 
which consists of relics gathered by 
Gen. John A. Logan. Mrs. Logan re- 
mained in Springfield several days as 
a guest of Mrs. Charles S. Deneen at 
tho executive mansion. Tho larger 
number of relics had been stored in 
the state arsonal for several weeks, 
wkllo workmen wore repairing a suit- 
able place for their reception to me- 
morial', hall. The collection comes 
from Washington. 



Decide on Two Nominations. 

Tho Republican senatorial commit- 
tee of tho Tenth district at a meeting 
decided to make only two nominations 
for representative in the senatorial 
convention, which will bo held at 
Rbchelle, August 2G. 



Employes Cannot Assign Wages., 

Tho appellate court was called upon 
to decide whether a public officer or 
public employe can assign his wages. 
The question arose In tho circuit court 
when Judge Crelghton dismissed tho 
suit of Jennie Shaffner against tho 
state board of agriculture. Attorneys 
for the plaintiff excepted and prayed 
an appeal. The plaintiff held an order 
on the stato board for $100. Payment 
Is alleged to have been refused and 
the suit was Instituted. Judge Cvriglit- 
on held that to assign wages by * pub* 
lie employe is against public policy. 



PAPER FOR VARIOUS ROOMS. 



Wall Decorations to, Add to the Cosi- 
ness of the Home. 

Light but not bright should be the 
guiding noto when selecting the papers 
with which to decorate the walls of 
your homo. • 

Where thore Is light there Is always 
x cheerfulness which nothing else can 
produce, but brightness of colors soon- 
er or later will affect the nerves. 

Whorfe the rooms aro small a small 
figured paper should be chosen, as this 
will make the rooms appear larger, 
and vice versa with the rooms which 
appear too large. 

Hero aro a few suggestions: For the 
restlbule, a grove-like effect;, for the 
hallB, plain felt paper or tapestry de- 
Blgn; for the bedrooms, a flowered de- 
sign, with lighter or a darker body ac- 
cording to the amount of light ad- 
mitted to a room. 

For tho parlor a quite decorative de- 
sign, chosen with judgment to match 
furniture; for sitting room and dining 
room, arbor or orchard effects aro ef- 
fective and becoming; bathroom, kltch- 
on and laundry are best painted. 

One paper should not be placed over 
another, as disease germs breed there 
easily, and the thlcknesB causes the 
paper to fall from the walls. 




RECIPE FROM NEW ENGLAND. 



Salt Codfish- Dinner a Great Delicacy 
of That Section. 

Ab served at one of New York's 
most noted hostolrles tho following 
arrangement that has codfish as a 
foundation Is well worth sampling and 
passing on. The fish ltseir, to begin 
with, is of the best quality, thick and 
delicate. This is boiled on a fish tray 
or In a cloth, then taken up and placed 
In tho center of a hot platter. Over it 
is poured a generous quantity of rich 
white sauce into which the riced yolk 
of a hard boiled egg has been stirred. 
A little flno minced parsley is now 
sprinkled over the fish and sauce, 
while around the edge of the platter 
are ranged Bllces of boiled beets, 
boiled carrots, two or three small 
boiled onions and small boiled pota- 
toes. A sauceboat passed with the 
service of fish contains finely diced 
fat salt pork with somo of its own fat 
Tiny pickles accompany the dish also. 
It goes without saying that the dish 
should bo served very hot. 



Fig Preserves. 
Take tho figs when nearly ripe and 
cut acrosB the top In the form of a 
cross. Cover with strong salted water 
and let stand three days, changing tho 
water every day. At the end of this 
time cover with fresh water, adding 
a few grape or. fig leaves to color, and 
cook until quite green. Then put again 
In. cold water, changing twice dally, 
and leave three days longer. Add a 
pound granulated sugar to each pound 
figs, cook a few moments, take from 
the Are and Bet aside two days. Add 
more sugar to make sweet, with sliced 
and boiled lemon or ginger root to 
flavor, and cook until tender and thick. 

Do Not Knead Bread. 
Many people do not make their own 
bread because they cannot knead It 
properly, not knowing that a superior 
quality of bread can be made without 
this .labor. Mix your Bponge In the 
usual way and when It rises stir In 
with a wire fork enough flour to roll. 
First flour the bowl and dip your chop- 
ping knife into flour; chop the bread 
sponge by drawing the knlfo through 
It, but do not pound It, adding more 
flour as needod. When It has boon 
cut so that pieces aro about a half 
inch square put together smoothly 
enough for each loaf and put Into pans 
to rise for baking. 



For Rough Irons. 
Often tho Irons will become either 
rough or rusty and it is most annoy- 
ing to try to Iron with them. To a 
fiat board nail a long strip of sand- 
paper and use this for smoothing the 
irous on, If you find that the bees- 
wax does not accomplish this. If tho 
sandpaper ^Is not convenient, sprinkle 
a little salt on a foldod newspaper and 
rub tho Irons on this. Then wipe 
them with a cloth and finally rub with 
the wax. Ironing will be a pleasure 
If tho Irons are treated In this man- 
ner. 



Keeps Varnish Polished. 
Ono housekeeper who is successful 
In keeping her furniture In polish 
washes the varnished wood frames 
twice a year with potato water and 
then rubs them dry and bright with 
woolen cloths. The piano receives tho 
Bame treatment. The potato water la 
proparod by soaking uncooked pota- 
toes sliced thin in cold water for two 
or three hours and then straining tho 
water. 



Baby's Robe. 
I had constant trouble in keeping 
tho laprobe up well around my baby 
while she rode in her buggy and tried 
this. scheme: Near the top edge of 
tho robe about four inches either side 
of tho center I tacked a tapo long 
enough to tie easily, around baby's 
waist I tlo theee tapes after she sits 
down In her buggy and I haVo no 
moro trouble with the robe slipping 
down. 



Strawberries and Lettuce. 
Make cups of tho white heart loaves 
of crisp lettuce by crossing. tho stem 
ends; Pile a few big red strawberries 
In tho center of each cup, and dust 
with powdered sugar. Put a tear 
spoonful of mayonnnlso dressing on a 
loaf of each cup. 



When Glue Gets Dry. 
Whon glue gets too dry and hard 
to use, pour In a llttlo vlnogar, and, 
In a day. or two it will be as good as 
new.

New York.— With the Peary Arctic 
olub's pennant, fluttering from her 
main truck and the Stars and Stripes 
at her mlzzen, the Arctic explora- 
tion steamer Roosevelt left her pier 
at East Twenty-fourth street Monday, 
carrying Commander Robert B. Peary, 
who is to head another expedition in 
quest, of the north pole. 

Tho RooBGvelt, accompanied by a 
government tug, proceeded to near 
City Island, where Bho anchored for 
the night to permit tho adjustment of 
her compasses. Tuesday she went to 
Oyster Bay where President Roosevelt 
boarded her to bid good-by to hor 
commander and crew. The Roosevelt 
then headed for Sydney, Capo Bre- 
ton, where she will stop to coal. 

Before tho ship left Monday Com- 
mander Peary said: 

"I have done too much work in. the 
Arctic regions to believe that I can 
make the pole without strenuous 
work. I am not foolish enough to say 
that I am going to do or die, but I 
am certainly going to put Into this trip 
every bit of energy — mental, moral 
and physical — that I have In order to 
succeed In my undertaking. I know 
my path will be hedged in by many 
trials and undoubtedly many disap- 
pointments, but I feel confident as my 
ship leaves Now York that if I do 
not reach the pole, at least I will car- 
ry the American flag further nortfc 
than it has been carried by any pre- 
vious explorer. Unlc»e unforeseen cir- 
cumstances Intervene, within the next 
year I hope to plant the Star and 
Stripes at tho polo." 

Among those who will go as asslstr 
ants to Peary are Donald McMillan ot 
Maine, a graduate of Bowdoln college; 
George Borup of Yale university; Dr. 
J. W. Kensall of New Kensington, Pa., 
the surgeon of tho party, and Prof. 
Ross G. Marvin of Cornell university. 
Mr. Marvin was with Peary on his last 
expedition.

Springfield.— The conditions of the 
corn crop throughout Illinois Is but 76 
per cent, of a seasonable average, ac- 
cording to reports made to the state 
board of agriculture by its corre- 
spondents. This depreciation in con- 
dition is duo to the late spring and 
excessive rainfall, which necessitated 
replanting In many counties. In south- 
ern Illinois, the average condition of 
corn hi but 74 per cent, of normal, and 
71 per cent, in central Illinois. "Win- 
ter wheat prospects are not much bet- 
ter. Since the previous report was is- 
sued tho condition of winter wheat has 
declined ten points, now averaging 88 
per cent, of normal. Spring wheat, 
however, shows an Increase of three 
points, its condition now averaging 94 
per cent, of normal. Correspondents 
also say that the condition of oats is 
but 75 per cent, of normal, a decrease 
of 15 points since tho preceding report. 
Late frosts in many counties also 
make a discouraging outlook for tho 
fruit crop. In Champaign, Douglas, 
• Jersey, Macon, Menard, Pike, Schuy- 
ler, Tazewell, Efllngham, Fayette, 
Franklin, Hamilton, Hardin and Wayne 
counties, the fruit is dropping badly. 
In respect to tho area devoted to corn 
planting this year, the current report 
Bhows a decrease of ten per cent, as 
compared with the same period for 
1907. Northern Illinois reports 97 per 
cent, of the area as compared with 
last year, central Illinois 91 per cent, 
and southern Illinois 93 per cent In 
somo localities, cut, wire and grub 
worms have damaged the crop consid- 
erably. Tho quality of Bcod corn used 
this year is reported as being better 
than that of 1907, of 97 per cent.' of an 
average. Southern Illinois makes a 
particularly bad showing in tho condi- 
tion of winter wheat with but 77 per 
cent, of normal. Northern Illinois 
winter wheat is 90 per cent, of normal, 
and central Illinois 92 per cent, bring- 
ing tho total average for the state to 
88 per cent, as given In the preced- 
ing. Many wheat fields In the south- 
ern division of tho state wore dam- 
aged greatly by floods. Rust In wheat 
. Is reported from Adams, Morgan, Han- 
\ cock, Logan, Clinton, Jackson, Pope, 
Pulaski and Williamson counties, 
while the Hessian fly 'has damaged 
wheat In Logan, Shelby, Clinton, 
Crawford and Randolph counties. . 



Death Statistics Are Issued. 

The Illinois board of health . pub- 
lished its annual report of deaths. It 
shows that consumption has given, 
way to pneumonia as a destroyer of 
life in this state. In the past "the 
Great White Plague" always had held 
first place. It was responsible for a 
mortality of 7,142; there were 7,386 
deaths from pneumonia. The registra- 
tion of vital statistics was made under 
tho provisions of n law enacted by the 
general assembly on May 6, 1903, and 
enforced July 1, 1903, which makes it 
tho duty of every. physician and coro- 
ner to report all deaths occurring with- 
in the stato to tho board of health, ex- 
cept when such deaths occur within 
municipalities having ordinances re- 
quiring the issuance of burial or re- 
moval permits. At this time there nro 
110 municipalities which avail them- 
selves of tho provisions of the law per- 
mitting the receiving of death certifi- 
cates. During the year these munici- 
palities reported 45,812 deaths to tho 
state board of health, the other 17,042 
deaths occurring within tho state be- 
ing reported by physicians and coro- 
ners directly to tho boara. This 
showed a total of deaths In Illinois of 
62,854 — an Increase of 1,600 over any 
ono of the five years last past. During 
the five- previous years the highest 
mortality recorded was In 1903, when 
there were 61,805 deaths within tho 
state. 



Many New Laws Are Effective. 

Twenty-four nets, passed by tho 
Forty-fifth general assembly in its ad- 
journed session, have become ef- 
fective. Principal among those, of 
courso, Is tho direct plurality primary 
election law, which provides for tho 
nomination of practically every officer 
in the state by direct plurality vote, 
without tho Intervention of party con- 
ventions. Tho exceptions to. the law 
are the nominations of candidates for 
trustees of the stato university, which 
are to bo made in convention. These 
nominations are excepted becauBo of 
tho fact that women are permitted to 
vote for these candidates and it would 
complicate matters to include these 
candidates on tho primary ballot. The 
state deposit bill, requiring tho stato 
treasurer to doposit all state funds in 
somo bank of the 'state within five 
days after receipt, the Interest to bo 
paid to the state, is among those acts 
now effective. This measure appro- 
priates $5,000 to meet the cost of a 
surety fund for the treasurer. 



Buffet Service to Be Abandoned. 

On account of tho, local option laws 
In so maiiy counties in Illinois buffets 
In nearly all railroad cars will be 
closed. An order has been issued by 
the Pullman company clOBlng the .buf- 
fet In the parlor car of tho Alton Lim- 
ited between , Chicago and St Louis 
and abandoning entirely the sale of In- 
toxicating* drinks. Tho , order of tho 
Pullman company will affect Its buf- 
fets on all roadB in Illinois. Buffets 
not operated by the Pullman company 
probably' will bo closed on account of 
the local option statutes. , 



Candidates File Petitions. 

Knots of anxious politicians besieged 
tho office of the secretary of state to 
learn whothcr their names appeared 
among the first on tho primary peti- 
tion ballots according to tho time in 
which they were filed. Former Gov. 
Yates' petition was among tho first to 
be handed in at the doors when they 
opened. It was in the care of Repre- 
sentative Guy L. Bush, who had other 
petitions to fllo, including that of Su- 
preme Court Clerk Christopher Ea- 
rner. Gov. Doneen'8 petition was sent 
by mnll, arriving with the first batch. 
Tho petition of J. McCan Davis, candi- 
date for supreme court clerk, was in 
the caro of Leslie Forgrave, who 
claimed that he had the first place in 
tlio line, having kept vigil all night in 
a chair in front of tho door. Ho sat 
in a chair on tho north side of the 
door, while heading a line that ex- 
tended backward from the south sido 
of tho double door sat Guy Bush with 
his bundle of petitions. Just before 
tho door opened Capt. Beck, custo- 
dian of the stato house, informed tho 
waiting line that those on. the south 
side must move to the north, as tho 
table for receiving the petitions would 
bo on that sido. Forgrave did not 
think it mado much difference, until 
ho learned that Bush had Mamer's pe- 
tition also, and handed it in with 
those ho had In the bundle. Among 
these were the petitions of Represen- 
tatives Abrahams, Cermak, Fieldstack, 
Shanahan, Erlckson, O'Brien, Fitch, 
Bacchus, Black, Senator LIsh antl 
John Dal ley of Peoria, who wants to 
enter tho house, and C. C. Duffy for 
clerk of tho appellate court for the" 
Second district During the rush the 
receiving clerks paid little attention to 
the petitions, stamping them with a 
number and tho time of day as fast as 
handed in. It Is Bald that practically all 
tho petitions of tho present state offi- 
cers who will be candidates for ro- 
nominatlon wore sent into the office 
by mall. 



Offer Premiums for Corn Show. 

Over a score of special premiums 
have been secured by Manager Nich- 
olas Roberts from Springfield resi- 
dents for the Illinois Corn exposition 
next November. Among the prizes are 
eight six-month courses In stenography 
or bookkeeping offered by a business 
college. Six courses arc offered to 
boys, two each In the northern, cen- 
tral and southern divisions of tho 
stato. For tho best tori ears of both 
white and yellow dent corn in each 
of tho divisions n scholarship is of- 
fered. In. class K tho two scholarships 
are offered to the lady or girl, who 
need not bo the producer, who exhibits 
tho best ten ears of both yellow and 
white dent corn; Col. Charles F. 
Mills offers two silver loving cups 
valued at $50 each as • Bpeclal pre- 
miums in tho grand sweepstakes 
(class C) for tho best ten ears of 
either white or yellow dent corn shown 
at tho exposition. 



Good Templars in Session. 

Tho first annual meeting of tho 
Scandinavian Grand Lodge of Good 
Templars of Illinois was held at Rock- 
ford with ncarly200 delegates present. 
Gottfrld Berg, Chicago, grand chief 
templar, presided at tho first business 
session, which was devoted mainly to 
degree work. Reports were presented 
by Bombard Slcytte, Chicago, tho 
grand secretary, showing excellent 
growth. Edward Wavrlnsky, member 
of tho Swedish parliament and Inter- 
national chief of the Swedish Good 
Templars, was present Tho featuro 
of the convention- was a public meet- 
ing at wllich Mr. Wavrlnsky Bpoke. Ho 
was the guest of honor afterward at a 
bnnquet given by tho two local lodges. 
The grand lodgo meeting closed with a 
boat ride for the delegates. 



Logan Relics Are Arranged. 

Work of Installing tho Logan memo- 
rial In tho state houso was accom- 
plished under tho personal supervision 
of Mrs. John A. Lognn. Space was 
used In memorial hall for tho display, 
which consists of relics gathered by 
Gen. John A. Logan. Mrs. Logan re- 
mained -in Springfield several days as 
a guest of Mrs. Charles S. Deneen at 
tho executive mansion. The larger 
number of relics had been stored In 
tho stato arsenal for several weeks, 
wiile workmen were repairing a suit- 
able plnco for their reception to me- 
morial' hall. Tho collection comes 
from Washington. 



Decide on Two Nominations, 

The Republican senatorial commit- 
tee of tho Tenth district at a meeting 
decided to make only two nominations 
for representative in tho senatorial 
convention, which will bo held at 
Rbchellc, August 26. 



Employes Cannot Assign Wages., 

Tho appellate court was called upon 
to decide whether a public officer or 
public employe can assign his wages. 
The question arose In the circuit court 
when Judge Crelghton dismissed tho 
suit of Jennie Shaffner against tho 
stato board of agriculture, Attorneys 
for tho plaintiff excepted and prayed 
an appeal. Tho plaintiff held an order 
on the state board for ,?100. Payment 
is alleged to have been refused and 
tho suit was instituted. Judge C™ight- 
on held that to assign wagos by a pub- 
lic employe Is against public policy. 



Light bat not bright should bo the 
guiding note when selecting the papers 
with which to decorate tho walls of 
your homo. • 

Where there la light there is always 
a cheerfulness which nothing else can 
produce, but brightness of colors soon- 
er or later will 'affect the nerves. 

Whorb tho rooms aro small a small 
figured paper should be chosen, as this 
will make the rooms appear larger, 
and vice versa with the rooms which 
appear too largo. 

Here aro a few suggestions: For the 
vestibule, a grove-llko effect;, for tho 
halls, plain felt paper or tapestry de- 
sign; for the bedrooms, a flowered de- 
sign, with lighter or a darker body ac- 
cording to the amount of light ad- 
mitted to a room. 

For the parlor a quite decorative de- 
sign, chosen with judgment to match 
furniture; for sitting room and dining 
room, arbor or orchard effects aro ef- 
fective and becoming; bathroom, kitch- 
en and laundry nro best painted. 

Ono paper should not be placed over 
another, as disease germs breed there 
easily, and the thickness causes tho 
paper to fall from the walls. 



RECIPE FROM NEW ENGLAND. 



Salt Codfish Dinner a Great Delicacy 
of That Section. 

As served at one of Now York's 
most noted hostelrles the following 
arrangement that has codfish as a 
foundation Is well worth sampling and 
passing on. The fish Itself, to begin 
with, is of the best quality, thick and 
delicate. This Is boiled on a fish tray 
or In a cloth, then taken up and placed 
in tho center of a hot platter. Over it 
Is poured a generous quantity of rich 
whlto sauce into which the riced yolk 
of a hard boiled egg has been stirred. 
A little fine minced parsley is now 
sprinkled over the fish and sauco, 
while around the edge of the platter 
are ranged slices of boiled beets, 
boiled carrots, two or threo small 
boiled onions and small boiled pota- 
toes. A sauceboat passed with the 
Bervieo of fish contains finely diced 
fat salt pork with somo of Its own fat. 
Tiny pickles accompany the dish also. 
It goes without saying that the dish 
should bo served very hot. 



Fig Preserves. 
Take the figs when nearly ripe and 
cut across the top -in the form of a 
cross. Cover with strong salted water 
and let stand three days, changing the 
water every day. At tho end of this 
time cover with fresh water, adding 
a few grape or. fig leaves to color, and 
cook until quite green. Then put again 
In cold water, changing twice dally, 
and leave threo days longer. Add a 
pound granulated sugar to each pound 
figs, cook a few moments, take from 
the fire and set aside two days. Add 
more sugar to make sweet, with sliced 
and boiled lemon or ginger root to 
flavor, and cook until tender and thick. 

Do Not Knead Bread. 
Many people do not make their own 
bread because they cannot knead it 
properly, not knowing that a superior 
quality of bread can bo mado without 
thlB .labor. Mix your sponge in the 
usual way and when it rises stir in 
with a wire fork enough flour to roll. 
First flour the bowl and dip your chop- 
ping knife into flour; chop the bread 
sponge by drawing the knife through 
it, but do not pound it, adding more 
flour as needed. When It has been 
cut so that pleccB are about a half 
Inch square put together smoothly 
enough for each loaf and put into pans 
to Hbo for baking. 



For Rough Irons. 
Often tho Irons will become either 
rough or rusty nnd It Is most annoy- 
ing to try to Iron with them. To a 
flat board nail a long strip of sand- 
paper and use this for smoothing tho 
irons on, if you find that the bees- 
wax does not accomplish this. If tho 
sandpapor is not convenient, sprinkle 
a little salt on a foldod newspaper and 
rub tho irons on this. Then wipe 
them with a cloth and finally rub with 
the wax. Ironing will be a pleasure 
if the irons aro treated in this man* 
ner. 



Keeps Varnish Polished. 
Ono housekeeper who is successful 
in keeping her furniture In polish 
washes tho varnished wood frames 
twice a year with potato water and 
then rubs them dry and bright with 
woolen clothB. The piano receives tho 
same treatment The potato water lu 
prepared by soaking uncooked pota- 
toes Bllced thin in cold water for two 
or threo hours and then straining tho 
water. 



Baby's Robe. 
I had constant trouble In keeping 
tho laprobo up well around my baby 
while she rode in her buggy and tried 
this scheme: Near the top edge of

Roosevelt been tho nominee. The corpora- 
tions havo decided that it is up to them to 
insure the olection of Tuft.

The insurance companies will com- 
mence to buy railroad bonds; the railroads 
will purchase new rails and the mills will 
work overtime to fill the orders. One in- 
terest will work for the other. 

"I made the prediction that one month 
from now the financial depression of 1008 
will be written as history; that the pros- 
perity to begin from that period will grow 
and continue at its highest tide. On the 
strength of my personal knowledge, I have 
purchased several staple stocks, and I know 
prices will go up between now and thirty 
dnys.

Its exact weight 1b 60 
ounces and 17 pennyweights, troy, and 
it 1b probably the largest nugget ever 
seen in Butte or mined near this city.

Men who have never seen gold 
in its native purity also called' to get a 
peek at it.

GLORY EVER WITH ITS COLORS. 

Brilliant Record of the Sixth United 
States Infantry. 

The one hundredth anniversary' of 
the Sixth United States Infantry was 
recently celebrated at Fort William 
Henry Harrison in Montana, and this 
regiment has had a history worth re- 
calling. It was organized In 1798, 
made a brilliant record at Queenstown 
Heights In Canada In October, 1812, 
and occupied that early frontier which 
Iowa was In 1819, and established tho 
first army post west of the Missouri 
river. The regiment had engagements 
against tho Indians in the west, and 
later hard fighting In Florida. It was 
well represented In tho war with Mexi- 
co, and again in the Indian campaigns 
along the border, which was • then 
steadily creeping westward.

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SPEECH KEYNOTE 



OF COMING CAMPAIGN 



Temporary Chairman of Democratic 

National Convention Outlines the 

Aims of the Party 



Denver, Col., July 7. — Thomas Tag- 
gart, chairman of the national com- 
mittee, formally called the Democratic 
national convention to order at noon 
to-day. 

RL Rev. James J. Kcane, archbishop 
*£ Wyoming, made the opening prayer. 

After the announcement of the tem- 
vporary officers of tho. convention Tem- 
porary Chairman Boll delivered his 
.speech, as follows: 

Wo have assembled at a time when 
•the public conscience Is demanding 
fconesty of purpose in the men who 
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tienco, his skill, his industry and his 
economy enroll him. Our party ap- 
proves that feeling of pride which al- 
ways accompanies tho possession of 
property, and it- commends an indi- 
vidual ownership In the soil that will 
bring to the homes of America more 
of the conveniences, comforts and lux- 
uries of life. Against tho evils of 
special privileges we urge tho benefits 
of equal opportunity, in order that 
there may bo more land-owners, more 
homos, and moro happiness among tho 
masses. 

The Democratic party Is not an ene- 
my of all corporations. It recognizes 
their great value in tho Industrial 
world. Through the agency of incor- 
poration scattered wealth is brought 
together and given a driving force 
that It would not otherwise possess. 
Great enterprises aro thereby under- 
taken and undeveloped resources of 
the country added to the wealth of tho 
world. 

No rational man can be opposed to 



"Wo did not revise the tariff/' 

•We did not amend the antl-truBt 
laws to secure greater effectiveness 
in the prosecution of criminal monopo- 
lies." 

"We did not add a single lino to the 
interstate commerce law, giving tho 
federal government supervision over 
the Issues of stocks and boudB by in- 
terstate carriers." 

"We did not exact a currency meas- 
ure that would mitigate the evils of a 
financial panic such as has recently 
prostrated tho country under a Repub- 
lican administration." 

"Wo did not limit the opportunities 
for abusing tho writ of injunction." 

"We did not establish postal savings 
banks." 

"We did not establish a bureau of 
mines and mining." * 

"We did not ndmlt Into tho union 
the territories of New Mexico and 
Arizona as separate states." 
Criticism of Congress. 

The last congress was In session 
during a financial crisis, when in- 
numerable banking Institutions, prefer- 
ring a holiday to a funeral, closed 
their doors and filled the minds of the 
millions of depositors with anxiety 
and fear. Tho sentiment In favor of 
postal savings banks, which had been 
steadily growing in this couDtry, be- 
came almost universal during the re- 
cent panic. So Insistent became the 
voice of the people that tho president 
sent a special message to congress 
urging the establishment of postal 
savings banks where the enrnlngs of 
our people might bo safely deposited 
under the direct control and responsi- 
bility of tho federal government, and 



indication that remedial legislation of 
any character would be onacted. ThP 
oligarchy in house and senate has de- 
cided that nothing shall be dono to 
weaken any advantage that corpora- 
tions havo gained in labor disputes. 

Tho chargo that the courts arb being 
assailed is Blraply made for tho pur- 
pose of diverting attention from tho 
real issue. Heretofore it has not been 
considered treason or an unwarrant- 
able attack upon tho honor of the 
courts to define their Jurisdiction, pre- 
scribe tholr procedure, restrict their 
processes and generally to fix the 
bounds within which Judicial functions 
shall be exercised. 

It makes no difference whothor tho 
courts are acting In excess of tholr 
Jurisdiction or strictly within their 
delegated powers. In either case tho 
people havo a right to throw addition- 
al safeguards around human liberty. 
Thoro can be no reflection upon tho 
honesty of the courts in the passago 
of a measure that will confine tho 
equity powers of tho federal Judiciary 
within such bounds as tho people of 
tho United States, through tho logisla- 
lativo branches of their government, 
may determine. This Democratic con- 
vention must formally and. unequivoc- 
ally pledge itself to, such legislation as 
will prevent tho writ of Injunction 
from being converted Into an Instru- 
ment of oppression. 

Tho Democratic Idea Is that where 
the tariff enables the trusts to main- 
tain a system of extortion tho duty 
should be removed from all trust-mado 
goods, so that competition from abroad 
may compel reasonable prices to our 
own people There Is a vast difference 
between tho protection of American 
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undertake to direct the affairs of state. 
The public eye Is keenly sensitive to 
■every political movement, and our 
proceedings here will be approved ac- 
cording to tho degree of sincerity ap- 
pearing in the work of this conven- 
tion. There Is a widespread beltef, 
sfounded upon evidence of a convincing 
^character, that tho party In power 
•has not been true to Its trust, that It 
lias betrayed the common interest into 
the hands of the enemies of good gov- 
ernment, thereby forfeiting Its right 
and destroying its ability to rule in 
the name of the people. 

Apparent to everyone Is the fact 
that way down deep In the heart of 
the Republican convention at Chicago 
there was a feeling of anger and re- 
sentment over the popular clamor for 
reforms; and It is equally patent that 
there Is no bona fide intention on the 
/part of the Republican party of grant- 
ing any reforms, if the machinery of 
•that party can bo retained in present 
rimndK. Its paper platform, divided 
;Uke ancient Oaul Into three parts — 
^ barren- promises, makeshifts and eva- 
tslons— -it is hoped will mako a good 
, -campaign transparency; but no one 
aeribusly believes the Republican par- 
ty Indorses that neutral manuscript 
which held the convention together 
nintil it could ratify the nomination of 
a presidential candidate. 

Among tho great cvIIb that afflict 
•the country at the present time is the 
;abuse of corporate power. At first 
the advancing aggressions of the cor- 
porations are not discernible to the 
•common eye. far every move is care- 
fully covered up until sufficient politi- 
cal strength is attained to defy the 
protests of the people. Thus tho con- 
stant, and insidious invasion of the 
people's rights finally results in a spe- 
cies of- arrogance and defiance so for- 
. xnlriablo in Its appearance that the 
body of the people, in fear of even 
worse aggressions, hesitate to exer- 
cise their rightful authority over these 
•colossal enemies of tho common- 
wealth. And so we behold a subver- 
sion of our free Institutions, a govern- 
ment voluntarily subordinating Itself 
•to selfish, private ends, special priv- 
ilege, resorting to cunning, bribery 
.and intimidation to maintain its un- 
holy power, while the masses timidly 
"hope that when avarice has at last 
• reached the point of satiety It will 
then benevolently permit the people to 
resume their rightful share in the gov- 
ernment , of , themselves. Whenever 
tho mutterlngs of tho people become 
too threatening the cry of confiscation 
goes up and- appeals are frantically 
made to the sacred rights of property. 
This is. Intended to affright the ears 
•of honest men in tho enjoyment of 
the fruits of their industry and thrift, 
and thus by playing upon their preju- 
dices and fears to deter them from 
•casting their Influence on tho side of 
•wholesome reforms. The cry of con- 
Tflscation Is the historic defense of 
lusurpation. Let the people take warn- 
',lhg. "Whenever the wrongs of to-day 
•become tho vested rights of to-morrow 
the nation Is in deadly peril. 

Democratic Party's Position. 
Tho Democratic party is not the 
.enemy of property; but to tho con- 
trary, it has always stood and will 
^continue to stand firmly against evory 
•jBpedes of aggression that would de- 
stroy or weaken tho right of any man 
jio enjoy the reward* to which his pa-

corporations as such, and the asser- 
tion that tho Democratic party is 
waging an indiscriminate war ngalnst 
this convenient form of transacting 
business has no foundation in fact. It 
is the abuse 'only of corporate power 
that we seek to eliminate. • 

Control of Corporations. 

Viewed in the light of a great moral 
Institution the control of corporations 
should remain a question of common 
concern rather than a political one, 
but the shameful indecency of the Re- 
publican party In permiting its forces' 
to" bo controlled and operated by the 
most offending corporations of the 
country throws tho problem into tho 
political arena and compels the pub- 
lic to choose between the Democratic 
party, that will, and tho Republican 
party, that will not, place some re- 
strictions on Incorporated greed. 

Some one suggested that this con- 
vention should publish nn indictment 
ngalnst the Republican party. Wo can 
probably expedite tho proceedings by 
entering the plea of guilty that is con- 
tained in the Chicago platform, simply 
Changing the words "wo will" to the 
words "wo did not" to conform to the 
admitted facts. Wo then have tho fol- 
lowing Republican confession of guilt; 



where no peculating bank cashier or 
any member of the board of directors 
could eat up the savings of years. 

The United States senate showed its 
hearty sympathy with this popular de- 
mand and its profound respect for the 
president by adjourning the Benate 
while tho message was being read; 
while over in the house of representa- 
tives they refused to suspend tho roll 
call of the house to receive the com- 
munication which had been sent thero 
from the White House. 

Tho Chicago platform points with 
pride to the passage of the child-labor 
law for the District of Columbia. Let 
tho Republican party go further than 
the enactment of penal laws and in 
the name of humanity use It3 vast en- 
ergies for the removal of the condi- 
tions that are forcing our children into 
tho labor market. 

The most palpable instanco of the 
insincerity of the Chicago platform is 
found In Its declaration respecting the 
issuance of injunctions. It would 
have been entitled to more respect If 
It had omitted oil mention of It. At 
session after session of congress labor 
has pleaded for relief from tho abuses 
of injunctions, but appeals have fallen 
on deaf ars and there has been no 



industries and tho protection of crim- 
inal monopolies. 

The expenses of our government, 
even whon most economically adminis- 
tered, will always require substantial 
tariff rates, for the cuBtomB duties will 
always bo our chief source of revenue. 
The amount and distribution of these 
rates must always bo delivered along 
equitable lines, keeping In view the 
greatest happiness to the greatest 
number and particularly withholding 
the shelter of the tariff from - those 
who use It, not for legitimate solf-pro- 
tection, but for the criminal purpose 
of extorting the last dollar from tho 
American consumer. 

The oorrupt use of largo sums of 
money In political campaigns Is large- 
ly responsible for tho subversion of 
the people's will at tho polls. The 
masses are awakening to a realization 
of the great power of gold in contests 
that ought to be determined nccording 
to the character of nominees and the 
soundness and morality of political. Is- 
sues; nnd thero Is a general demand 
for publicity in tho collection and use 
of campaign funds so that our citizens 
may know whether a political party 
has purchased Its way 'into office or 
has won Its victories by honest means. 



* In the Chicago convention a minor- 
ity report of tho committee on reso- 
lutions, containing a declaration in 
favor of publicity was overwhelming* 
ly defeated upon a roll call of tho con- 
vention and tho ' Republican party 
placed itself squarely upon record in 
favor of concealing the names of. tho 
contributors and the amounts of tholr 
subscriptions. By a voto of 52 to 1 
in the committee, and a voto of mora 
than ten to one In the body of tho con- 
vention they confessed tholr guilt. 
They thus admitted tho charge so fre- 
quently made by our party that Re- 
publican succcsb In tho past has large- 
ly depended upon the vast sums of 
money collected from the great monop- 
lies of the country and corruptly used 
In the conduct of Its campaigns. Lot 
the voters of this country' sorioiiBly 
consider whether the refusal of tho 
Republican party to disclose tho 
sources and amounts of its election 
finances Is not a confession of tho 
debasing and corrupt uso of moneys 
in Its campaigns. 

It Is eminently proper that this con- 
vention should define tho Democratic 
attitude toward tho regulation of 
transportation companies and call tho 
attention of tho country to the indis- 
putable fact that it was only after 
years of Democratic effort that an 
amendment was made to tho interstate 
commerce law authorizing the commis- 
sion to establish reasonable rates 
whenever It appeared that an exist- 
ing schedule was unjust and unreason- 
able. Tho national platforms of tho 
Republican party remained silent upon 
this great question for years and tho 
fact that tho necessary change was 
advocated by a Republican president, 
who succee'ded only through tho aid of 
tho Democrats In both branches of 
congress In placing tho amendment 
upon our statuto books, does not affect 
the credit to which our party Is en- 
titled for having worked persistently 
for such an enactment. 

Further amendment to our laws giv- 
ing tho federal government super- 
vision over the Issuance of railroad 
stocks and bonds is demanded. 

*Tho fixing of transportation charges 
and tho control of. Issuances of rail- 
road securities are inseparably con- 
nected with the actual valuation ,of 
railroads. Tho Democratic party b'e- 
lievos that the first thing to dp is to 
secure a physical valuation of tho 
roads, that Is a valuation of the solid 
rather than tie liquid assets of rail- 
road companies. While, on tho other 
hand, the Republican party, on a roll 
call In tho convention, by an over- 
whelming vote, took an unoqulvocnl 
Btand In favor of a system of water 
rates without giving tho people tho 
benefit of a meter. 

Wo search In vafn'for ono syllabi© 
In tho Chicago platform pledging tho 
Republican party to retrenchment and 
reforms; and it Is no mere coincidence 
that has given ub a billion-dollar ses- 
sion of congress on tho eve of a na- 
tional election and the possible re- 
vision of the tariff. 

So long as wo maintain the present 
method of electing United States sen- 
ators wo cannot hope that the upper 
chamber of congress will roilect tho 
popular will. 

On five different occasions tho houso 
of representatives has passed a con- 
stitutional amendment providing for 
the election of United States senators 
by tho direct voto of the people, but 
these measures have been sandbagged 
in tho senate by those who are deter- 
mined that tho senate shall not he- 
come an Integraf part of our free, rep- 
resentative institutions. 

The Democratic party will continue 
to labor for the direct election of 
United States senators, and it appeals 
to the voters of all America to elect 
members of tho different state legisla- 
tures who will pledge themselves to 
voto for no candidate for the United 
States senate that is not in favor of 
this reform. 

On tho bosom of tho Pacific will bo 
enacted the groat commercial strug- 
gles of the future, and the interests of 
American commerce in connection 
with tho exposure of our western 
shores to any hostile attack will de- 
mand that tho greater portion of tho 
American navy shall bo retained In tho 
waters of tho Pacific to preserve tho 
peace of the world. 

This magnificent western country of 
ours has not only proved attractive to 
our own people and the other white 
nations of the earth, but It has like- 
wise proved alluring to the brown and 
yellow races of the east Somo pro- 
tection has been afforded by tho ex- 
clusion of Chinese labor, but the evil 
Is but half met if the Immigration of 
Japanese, Koreans, Hindus and other 
Asiatic people be not excluded from 
our shores. Not only the white tollers 
of America, but all our poople, with- 
out respect to class or residence, aro 
vitally interested in this mennce to our 
social and industrial life from Aslastlc 
quarters, and If this Is to remain a 
white man's country, immediate steps 
should bo taken to prevent Asiatic Im- 
migration of whatsoever character. 

This natlonnl convention meets at 
a time when tho angel of peaco Is 
hovering over the entlro world and tho 
nations of the world each day aro 
strengthening thoso ties of friendship 
and common Interest that will render 
war less frequent nnd permit mankind 
to turn their hands to the peaceable 
pursuits of life rather than to the de- 
struction of ono another. 

Tho Democratic party realizes tho 
part that America must Inevitably play 
In the affairs of tho world, and that 
we cannot escape participation In tho 
settlement of every world problem 
that arises; but America's weight and 
Influence must ever be on the side of 
peace, on tho side of Justice, on the 
side of the oppressed; and If tho will 
of tho people shall commit to ou 
hands the scepter of power, it will bo 
used for tho realization of the high 
American ideals that raise our own 
people to loftier and bettor things, 
and through our precepts and exam- 
ples contribute to tho well being and 
hauuiuoss of all mankind.

Cincinnati.— Murat Halstead, one of 
too leaders In American Journalism 
for over half a century and widely 
known ns a vigorous editorial and 
magazine writer, died at hla homo In 
this city Thursday afternoon, in Ills 
seventy-ninth year. 

At his bedside were his wife, his 
sort Robert and one daughter, Mrs. Ar- 
thur Stem. Mr. Halstcd bad been 
falling In strength for several months 
and Wednesday suffered from cerebral 
hemorrhage. 

Mr. and Mrs. Halstead celebrated 
their golden wedding anniversary a 
little more than a year ago, at which 
time Mr. Halstead's health seemed 
frail and as time passed ho grew 
weaker, so that the news of his death 
was not wholly unexpected. 

He was a native of Butler county, 
O., and after a short servlco on a lit- 
erary weekly, he In 1S53 beenmo con- 
nected with the Cincinnati Commer- 
cial/ in which ho secured a small to- 
merest a year later, becoming chief 
oWn5Ma48G5. Nearly 20 years later 
his paper whs consolidated with the 
Gazette and he was editor-in-chief of 
tho combined newspaper until years 
afterwards when another consolidat on 
was effected, now owners securing 

control. ■■'■ . ... 

For a time ho was editor of the 
Brooklyn Standard-Union and during 
ten years ho has figured 
a magazine and special 
newspaper writer, besides issuing a 
number or books on current mat tors of 
historical interest. In the civil war 
Mr. Halstead personally reported many 
battles, being rated as a war corre- 
spondent of the first-class, and later 
in the Franco-German war and a bo 
in the Spanlsh-Amerlcan war ho added 
to his reputation in that line. 
i . For 50 years he attended and re- 
ported all Republican national con- 
ventions and In 18G0 he was tnexnly 
newspaper man who reported all the 
varied political conventions of that 

year.

Yusovo, European Russia.— A ter- 
rible explosion of gas occurred In tho 
Rikovsky mine Wednesday evening. 
In which a largo number of minors 
were at work. One hundred and 
fifty-seven bodies have been recov- 
ered, all of which are badly burned, 
but It Ib believed that the death roll 
will reach at least 200. 

Seventy-three of the men were res- 
cued alive Thursday, but many of 
.them are in a serious condition. Ten 
of tho rescued died soon after being 
taken out of tho shaft. There Is great 
excitement here and troops have been 
called into sorvlce to prevent din-or- 
ders. 

- Altogether 550 men were working 
In the great mine when the explosion 
occurred. The first Intimation of tho 
disaster received by those above 
ground came in tho form of what ap- 
peared to be an earthquake. 

The earth trembled violently for an 
Instant, the houses rocking as If they 
were about to collapse. 

In another Instant flames shot out 
of tho mouth of the mine to a great 
height. The outburst of fire was fol- 
lowed by a low, seemingly muflled 
roar, and then the citizens realized 
thero had been an explosion under- 
Tho rush for the mine at 



Chicago.— All long-distance aerial 
speed records were broken and a new 
world's long distance flight mark, is 
claimed for the Fielding-San Antonio, 
owned by Dr. Frederick J. Fielding 
of San Antonio, Tex., v which, piloted 
by Capt. H. E. Honeywell, descended 
to the earth Sunday at Ave p. m. at 
West Shefford, Que. 

All of the nine balloons In the great 
International race which started In 
Chicago descended safely, but many 
thrilling escapes were reported. The 
VIllo do Dieppe dragged its car in 
Lake Michigan. The Illinois alighted in 
Lake Ontario. The crew of the Colum- 
bia was cut and bruised In descending 
in Canada. 

Fred T. Bailey, assistant promoter 
of the aerial race, after studying five 
different maps, Sunday night estimat- 
ed that the distance traveled by the 
Fielding-San Antonio was 895 miles. 
This distance would break the Pom- 
mern's record of 872 miles. However, 
the figures are in doubt. Probably the 
United States and Canadian govern- 
ments will be asked to measure the 
flight of the winning balloon.

While thero Is some doubt as to the 
exact length of the Fleldlng-San An- 
tonlo's flight, she was able to keep 
tho air a trifle less than seven hours 
longer than her nearest rival, the Illi- 
nois, and was easily the winner of the 
contest. The two balloons had fol- 
lowed an almost parallel course dur- 
ing their long flight, and both were 
sighted from Plcton, Ont., at tho same 
time.

Senator's Recollection of Novelist or 
the Lecture Platform, 

How Charles Dickens appeared 
while on tho lecture platfrom in 
Washington, D. C, In ,18G5. is de- 
scribed In tho "Memoirs" 'of ex-Sena- 
tor Colo of California: "The lecture 
room was crowded; but I was favored 
with' a seat near tho. front, where I 
had a fair opportunity to see and to 
observe eomo of the peculiarities of 
that great author. Mr. Dickens was 
dressed in a , highly-fashionable : ovo- 
ning attire, not all In dark colors, and 
in appearance rather' foppiBh. His 
vest was of a hue to exhibit to the 
best advantage a heavy gold chain 
which extended from the middle both 
ways across his chest His neckwear 
was of a cut and color to bo called 
flashy.
